DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Independent claim 1 recites the limitation of the sound-delivery chamber 
amplifying the sound conveyed into the acoustic free space relative to the sound 
conveyed into the space bounded by the ear, and relative to the sound entering the 
chamber. The closest prior art (Erixon et al., US 7,233,678) does not disclose or 
suggest modification to the chamber, to arrive at this unique feature.
